Thank you so much to so many Tigers who helped the 
SPHS Alumni Association have a great year in 2022. We are 
very proud of our achievements last year, including 
holding our successful Fifth Decennial Grand Reunion in 
June and our annual Homecoming Get-Together in 
October. 


We are especially proud to announce that for the first 
time ever we awarded more than $50,000 in 
scholarships to SPHS seniors in 2022. Our scholarship 
program has grown dramatically as a result of generous 
support from many of you who make tax-deductible 
donations each year. In addition, over the past ten years 
our program has evolved to allow the creation of 
“customized” scholarships, which have propelled our 
fundraising growth. Rather than raising funds only for our 
traditional "General” scholarships, we now have some 20 
different individuals and groups that have created 
scholarships remembering friends, teachers or loved ones, 
as well as encouraging and supporting SPHS students with 
specific study or career goals and interests. These 
scholarships are helping graduating seniors wishing to 
attend art school, medical school, music school, nursing 
school, who want to be engineers, doctors, diplomats and 
athletes and so many more. We even have two 
scholarships focused on kids who aren’t even sure what 
they want to do, including the James Fosselman “PCC” 
Scholarship and the Andre Patzkowski “Run Forward" 
Scholarship. 


Most recently, we have added two new scholarships this 
year - the Jack Dalton Memorial Art Scholarship and 
the Danny Martin Emery “Servant’s Heart” 
Scholarship, Your involvement in, creativity and support 
of these new and more diverse scholarship opportunities 
has given our program real horsepower. My expectation is 
that our scholarship reach will only continue to grow in 
the years to come!

We have also created a new award honoring our recently 
retired principal, Janet Anderson, who was a Class of 1974 
graduate.

The General SPHSAA Scholarship Fund 


The General Scholarship Fund was established in 1982 to award scholarships to seniors 
based on excellence, merit, and need. 


The Albert Adams Music Scholarship 


This scholarship recognizes SPHS Music teacher Albert Adams and provides funding for 
higher education in the field of music. 


The Eugene Clark Memorial Scholarship 


Honoring Eugene Clark '64, this scholarship was established for seniors demonstrating 
interest in Physical Sciences and participating enthusiastically in sports. 


The Michael Colliau Memorial Scholarship 


Established in 2018, this scholarship recognizes seniors based on athleticism and Tiger 
spirit as exemplified by Michael Colliau °74. 


The Jack Dalton Memorial Art Scholarship 


This new scholarship honors the life and work of Jack Dalton, treasured Art/Art History 
teacher at SPHS for many years. The scholarship funds current SPHS students to attend 
courses at Art Center College of Design during the school year and summer session. 


The Danny Emery "Servant's Heart" Scholarship 


Established in honor of Danny Emery '72, this scholarship will be awarded to a graduating 
senior who wishes to study or employ their faith in helping others, including Theology, 
Seminary, Missionary work, and the Peace Corps. 


The Epstein-Goto International Studies/Foreign Languages Scholarship 


Established to honor two of SPHS' most beloved teachers, Margot "Frau" Epstein and 
Richard Goto, this scholarship is awarded to seniors demonstrating an interest in 
International Studies, Foreign Languages, or Diplomacy. 


The James Fosselman PCC Scholarship 


This scholarship is awarded annually to graduating seniors planning to attend Pasadena 
City College, and honors James Fosselman '39. 


The Bobby Griffin Art Scholarship 


Established in memory of Robert "Bobby" Griffin '72, this scholarship recognizes a 
graduating senior with an interest in Art. 


The Keith "Gus" Gustafson Memorial Athletic Scholarship 


Honoring Keith "Gus" Gustafson '73, a beloved SPHS athlete who loved football, 
baseball, and basketball, this scholarship is awarded to a graduating senior who 
demonstrates a passion for athletics. 


The Harold Hartsough Scholarship 


Harold Hartsough, longtime counselor at SPHS, is recognized through this scholarship 
for seniors who have demonstrated compassion, unselfish mentoring, and help to 
fellow students. 


The Yong-Kyu and Robert J. Kim '89 Science Scholarship 


Established by Yong-Kyu and Robert J. Kim '89, this scholarship recognizes students with 
an interest in pursuing a degree in Biological Sciences. 


The Karen Kincel Memorial Writing Scholarship 


Honoring Karen Kincel, this scholarship is awarded to graduating seniors with an 
interest in creative writing. 


The Genevieve Murguia Memorial Scholarship 


This scholarship, honoring longtime SPHS teacher Genevieve Murguia, was established 
for graduating seniors wishing to pursue a higher education in English, Literature, or 
Latin. 


The Andre Patzkowski '21 Run Forward Scholarship 


Established in memory of Andre Patzkowski '21, this scholarship recognizes graduating 
seniors who have faced challenges and are moving forward from high school. 


The Mary Ida Phair Scholarship 


One of our most lasting scholarships, this award honors SPHS' Mary Ida Phair, and 
recognizes seniors pursuing the Literary Arts, Sciences, or Education. 


The Susan Kane Shaver Memorial Scholarship 


Established in 2021 by sister Georgia Shaver '73 and sons/SPHS students Perry Kane and 
Douglas Kane, this scholarship honors Susan Kane Shaver, her involvement with the South 
Pasadena community, and her love of the Performing Arts through an award to a 
graduating senior wishing to pursue a career in this field. 


The Beatriz Solis Memorial Scholarship 


This scholarship honors Beatriz Solis and recognizes graduating seniors who wish to focus 
on Women's Issues, Equality Rights, and/or Social Justice. 


The Maggie Veir Art Scholarship 


In honor of Maggie Veir '74, this scholarship is awarded to seniors pursuing study in the 
field of Visual Arts. 


The Holly Whitworth Nursing Scholarship 


Established by Holly Miller Whitworth '73, this scholarship will be awarded to a graduating 
senior entering the field of Nursing. 


The Blake and Joseph Wu Scholarship 


Blake Wu '88 and Joseph Wu '89 established this scholarship for graduating seniors who are 
planning to attend UCLA. 


The Scholarship Process 


Every year, during the third week of February, the SPHSAA scholarship forms are made available at the high school 
administration office, and may be downloaded from the SPHSAA website, as well as distributed by faculty and staff. 
The requirements for each scholarship are specified on the application forms. Completed forms must be returned 
to the office before Spring Break. These are reviewed by the SPHSAA Scholarship Committee which is approved 
each year by the Board of Directors and whose members are active in the Alumni Association. 


After verification of eligibility in April, finalists are selected, interviews conducted virtually and/or in person, and 
recipients announced at SPHS. The scholarship funds are issued upon receipt of proof of registration for classes. 
Photographs of the students receiving these scholarships are printed in the Fall Tiger Tales, along with thank-you 
notes received before the August 31st publication deadline, as well as in the Spring Edition of Tiger News the 
following year. 


One of the most exciting developments to our scholarship program is the opportunity for alumni and their family 
and friends to create new SPHS scholarships. With our support, you can establish and fund a tax-deductible 
scholarship administered by the Alumni Association. Over the last few years, we have had many generous alumni 
and community members establish and contribute to new scholarships in support of graduating SPHS Tigers. Your 
donations help to keep these scholarships going!

Raymond Solari 
SPHS Coach ~ Teacher ~ Mentor~Legend 


February 13, 1928 - March 17, 2023 


Raymond Solari passed away peacefully on March 17, 2023. His great heart finally gave out just before 
midnight, and he's gone on to his next Big Game. Born February 13, 1928 in San Francisco, he was the 
son of Antonio and Vittoria Solari, immigrants from northern Italy. 


From earliest childhood, his dream was to play football at Cal and beat Stanford, a goal he 
accomplished in robust fashion. After graduation from Galileo High School, he went on to play guard 
and linebacker at Cal under the legendary Pappy Waldorf; the team played in three Rose Bowls. He was 
drafted by the Cleveland Browns and traded to the San Francisco 49ers, whose doctors advised that he 
not play because of a back injury. He returned to Cal and earned a teaching credential, serving as a 
graduate coaching assistant under Pappy Waldorf. In 1952, he was drafted into the United States Army 
and sent to Korea, where he organized recreational programs, taught English grammar to NCOs, and 
ran the library. 


In 1954, he accepted a teaching and coaching position at South Pasadena High School, where he 
eventually led the Tigers to five Rio Hondo League championships, four CIF championships, and a 
perfect season in 1969. In 1972, he returned to Northern California to coach the Menlo College Oaks, 
overseeing the team's transition from a junior college program into an NCAA Division Ill program in 
1986. In 1999, SPHS named him Coach of the Century and named its football stadium after him, a 
measure of the degree to which he influenced the lives of young men. His unique coaching style 
combined strict discipline, quirky humor, and compassion. He was much loved. 


In retirement, he and his wife Constance traveled frequently to Italy and Kauai. They were long-time 
subscribers to the San Francisco Symphony, and for over forty years they hosted literary and artistic 
Salons in their Menlo Park home. He was also the founder and head of the Zot Party, a group of friends 
from across the political spectrum who gathered quarterly to discuss politics - luncheons informed by 
spirited debate and civility. 


Above all things, Raymond was a man devoted to his family - a loving husband and dedicated father 
whose most recent years were brightened by the presence of four glorious grandchildren. 


He is survived by his wife of fifty, years, Constance Hines Solari; his chldren, Robin Solari, Antonia Solari 
Moran (Robert), and Christopher Solari (Jennifer); and four grandchildren, Arthur, Harrison and Aiden 
Moran, and Violet Solari. In lieu of flowers, donations made be made to the San Francisco Symphony, 
U.C. Berkeley, or an organization of your choice.

Coach Solari was a man who gave credit where credit was due, preferring to shine the limelight on his players 
rather than himself. Following SPHS' CIF Championship game against Morningside High in the fall of 1966, after 
11 years as head coach at SPHS, Coach Solari was quick to credit the team's success to his players and coaching 
Staff in spite of the praise directed at him as head coach. "/ don't believe there is such a thing as a super coach. 
Basically, good players make the good football team. A great conductor must have great musicians to play great music. 
The same is true for the football coach." 


This was the third CIF Football Championship for the Tigers under Coach Solari at the time. In 1969, The Tigers 
defeated Bonita 10-0 to win their fourth football championship under Coach in a perfect season. That same year, 
Coach Solari was awarded "Coach of the Year' honors by the Los Angeles Times. 


In addition, Coach Solari led the Tiger baseball team to a CIF Championship in 1956 and seven Rio Hondo League 
championships under his tenure as head baseball coach.
